These changes proved 
so popular that Mr. Bennett has not 
dared to interfere with {hem directly, 
but has broken in by the back door 
and by putting high valuations on 
cars and limiting the trade discount 
ha boosted the protection higher than 
ever. Even in that diretion he had to 
retract and has postponed the oposlt- 
ion of the discount limitation. 

‘The high duties imposed on foreign 
magazines proved the worst boomer¬ 
ang possible. Already one/ famous 
American publication costs 10 cents In 
Canada as against 5 cents in the 
United States. Many of it’s waiters 
probably the majority are British. An 
author will naturally try ;to get 
$1,000 for a story as $200, and so 
these magazines assist Canadian and 
British writers. By the new duties 
Mr. Bennett raises the prifc? of this 
magazine to 25c. It is so good that 
people will buy it anyway, but the 
real danger comes in the likelihood 
that the publishers will start public¬ 
ation in Canada. If they do, they will 
give Canadian magazines worse com¬ 
petition than ever, and will not em¬ 
ploy very much Canadian labor at 
their Canadian plants.

year. In many case* this can be aolv- 
ed by collecting weed of your flowers 
after bloom has finished. 

Where seed is harvested from a 
few plants It can he cleaned at time 
of collating, in most cases, by rolling 
between the hinds and blowing out 
the chaff. There will fce a number 
which will broon'the green side when 
autumn frosts appear, in which cases 
the plants are cut off, wrapped in 
porous materinl, anl hung in a ventil¬ 
ated room until thoroughly dry. 
These can be threshed at leisure. 
.Out of approximately four hundred 
varieties of flowers grown on the 
Dominion Experimental Station, Scott 
Feed of over forty varieties is collec*. 
cd each year. Collecting commences 
about the end of July with Iceland 
Poppy and extends over a period of 
nix weeks depending upon frosts.

REPORT 


(Issued by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Province of Alberta, EM 
monton, July 11th, 1931) 


According to Telegraphic reports 
received by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture on Friday, rain has been fair¬ 
ly general over most of tne Province 
during the past ten days. In some 
districts there was R3 much os eight 
Laches in the month of June. The dry 
weather of tne Spring caused the ear¬ 
ly sown grain to head with short 
straw and rather thin stand. Lat?r 
feedings are stoolLng well, and all th? 
crops have greatly Improved with tne 
recent rriins and warm growing wrath 
er. 

In parts of the South and south¬ 
eastern central districts the heavy 
winds and dry weather during th? 
month of May caused serious damage, 
so that the wheat in these areas will 
be a light crop. In the districts west 
and east of Edmonton tto the Saskat¬ 
chewan border and through the north 
eastern area the crops show a 'heavy 
stand. From present prospects it doth 
appear that this district will have one 
of the heaviest crops it has yet pro¬ 
duced. 

Good conditions exist through th" 
north-western section. Crops north 
of Peace River show strong growth 
with about 30 p.c. In head. South o' 
the river more rain is needed, though 
nothing is suffering at present. 

Grasshoppers have been active in 
small districts in Southern Alberta. 
The damage has not been extensive 
.o date, owing to the fart that con 
4 rol measures have' been adopted by 
the use of poison bait. Cutworms 
have done some damage in scattered 
areas. 

Alfalfa cutting Is under way in the 
irrigated districts of Southern Albcr 
ta and is a very excellent stand. 

The hay crop generally will not be 
targe. From prospects, however, 
*here will be plenty of feed for lhe 
*tock. The general crop prospect c^n 
he considered very fair.

The body works in a ryUhmn of act • 
ivity gnd rest. The heart which is ap¬ 
parently never at rest does, In fact 
rest momentarily between each beat. 
We require periods of rest and relax¬ 
ation, and the most complete rest is 
that secured during sleep.

Th© child who does 
not have sufficient rest is not able to 
digest. his food properly and so his 
nutrition suffers because he does not 

rest enough. r 

Parents cannot rely upon the ap¬ 
pearance of the child to guide them 
with regard to his need for sleep. The
